Just this past year we used the PE article as the = 
basis of a flame speaker project. I'd built one a while back using a = 
welding torch (with a large opening--long flame/low noise). The students 


used a Bunsen burner for safety's sake, a couple of tungsten rods a few = 


inches apart that fed the signal to the flame were mounted on a stand, a 
glass rod also on the stand at the low end the flame to provide some = 


sodium ions to the flame for conductivity, a 50 watt output transformer = 


from an old Dynaco tube amp in series with the electrodes and a 500v power 


supply, and a CD player as a signal source. Worked well at lower volume = 


levels. Hard to keep the signal coupled to the flame as volume increased. 
Longer the flame, the better the bass. The students loved it.

I own a set of Ohm F-150 speakers. When the first Ohm Speakers came out 
they were about 5 feet tall, and took about 350 watts of power per 
channel. Those were the 'A' series. The sound was crystal clear. I 
often thought how much fun it would have been to have a pair of those 
with each channel driven by a pair of 100TH tubes. After a long time of 
longing, I finally bought a pair of Ohm F speakers that were gracing the 
shipping dock of our local stereo shop. I bought them just before they 
closed. I could not get the drivers fixed, but Ohm sold me a new set at 
a discount if I sent them back the magnets from the original drivers. 
So, I did, and the magnetic field from those big magnets probably ruined 
computer disc drives for blocks while they were in transit. I got the 
new drivers and put them in. I use a Carver TFM sand state amplifier, 
which is supposed to have "tube" sound to liven them up. I lost a lot 
of hearing in the Army, from riding motorcycles, and 45 years of 
listening to ham radios with headphones. Despite all of that, those 
speakers are just simply incredible. I don't care if the veneer is 
chipping off the enclosures. They were one of the best purchases I ever 
made. 


Those plasma drivers sound interesting, too. I wonder if you could use 
a space charge to make them work. Just think of the aesthetics of a 


pair of 750TL's acting not only as amplifiers, but also as speakers!

It's very efficient, 
but the woofer mostly makes distortion belwo 80 Hz and the tweeter has very 
irregular response above about 8 khz. 


The whole Altec A-series speaker family were, and I mean no sarcasm at all, 
excellent work in 1947. They were designed for the requirements of the day, which 
included the need to fill a 1000 seat auditorium with 35W, which is what a pair of 
807s (required BA content) will do in AB1 or AB2. They were also designed using 
the knowledge of the time. 


Modern speakers made for similar purposes sound a lot better; they use constant 
directivity horns on the tweeter, a major improvement, and better designed woofers 
and enclosures. They are also 10 dB less efficient, which means they require TEN 
TIMES the amplifier power to generate the same sound power. Since moderate cost 
200W and more amplifiers are now readily available, this is not a problem. 


Home Hi-Fi loudspeakers are mostly about another 10 dB less efficient than modern 
theatre speakers, or 20 dB less efficient than the A-series.
